T he result o f th e e x p lo ratio n w as th a t we d e­ 
term in ed th a t a road could be b u ilt, a n d we 
form ally organized a com pany iu 1861, hav in g 
th a t purpose In view , know ing th e re w as no 
w ay to reach th e g reat in te rio r country except 
by w agon team s. 
We cam e to th e conclusion, 
so we said in ta lk in g It over, th a t if a vessel 
could start from San Francisco, sail aro u n d Cape 
H orn a n d reach th a t g reat basin w e w ould not 
be justified in b u ild in g a road over th e S ierra 
N evada M ountains. Or. if a vessel could start 
from any port on th e A tlan tic side an d sail 
a ro u n d Cape H orn an d reach it w e could not 
afford to bui d a road; bu t w e k n ew th a t could 
n o t be done, an d th e only com petitors ot tho 
railro ad w ould be th e m ule an d ox team s then 
used, a n d th en , th ereto re. w e sh o u ld be able to 
ask a price for tra n sp o rta tio n w hich w ould ju st­ 
ify th e construction o f th e road if it could be 
b u ilt at all. A t to a t tim e th e ex p io ratio n s h ad 
show n th a t in all p io b ab ility N evada. Id ah o , 
M ontana an d U tah were rich m in eral countries 
an d we th o u g h t it itse lf w ould give us a good 
d eal ot business for th e road. 


A FIN E FIKCF. OF PROPERTY. 
As th e resu lt tu rn e d ou t it justified those e x ­ 
pectations. an d the road o v er th e S ierra N evada 
m ou n tain s w ithout any com peting lin e of ra il­ 
road w ould to-day be a g ran d piece o f property. 
We com m enced to build th e road u n d e rth e law s 
of th e State o f C alifornia, an d prior to tb e p as­ 
sage ot th e Act o f 1S61 wc h ad constructed 
th irty -o n e m iles o f railro ad , a n d had m aterial 
enough ou h an d to com plete fifty m iles o f road, 
b u t we h ad g reat trouble a n d litig atio n .

th a t you b u ilt u u d er th e c o u tract m ade by you 
w ith th e G overnm ent u u d er th e A ct o f 1802. 
Now w h at road did you b u ild u n d e r th a t A ct? 
S en ato r S tauford—We b u ilt from Sacram ento 
to N ew castle, thirty-one m iles from Sacram ento. 
S euator Daw es—W hat subsidy did you receive 
before th e A ct o f 1861 ? 


NO SUBSIDY RECEIVED. 
S enator Stanford —We did not receive a n y sub­ 
sidy. T he Act ol 1862 req u ired th e co n stru ctio n 
of lorty m iles o f road beloie an y o f th e G overn­ 
m en t lionds could be d elivered to th e com pany. 
S euator D aw es—D id 
you receive an y th in g 
lrom th e G overnm ent u n til a lte r tlie A ct o f 1864 ? 
S enator Stanford—N o ; th e A ct of 1861 was 
m u ch m ore favorable to w ard th e railro ad com ­ 
panies. 
S euator D awes—B ut up to th a t tim e you had 
received n th in g ? 
S enator S tantord—We h ad not. T h e Act of 
1862 req u ired th e co nstruction o f forty m iles of 
road before we sh o u ld be en titled to an y aid 
from th e G overnm ent. 
S enator D aw es—Did you hav e au v co n tract 
belore ? 
S enator Stanford —Yes, w e h a d to file an ac­ 
cep tan ce of th e A c t. 
T he Act itself required an 
acceptance ou o u r p art a u d an agreem ent to p er­ 
form c erta in d u ti s. 
T he C h airm an —But th e railro ad could no t get 
an y th in g u n til it h ad com pleted forty m iles? 
S enator S tanford—It could not.

S enator D aw es—And th erefo re th e G overn­ 
m en t w as su b o rd in ated to th e first m ortgage? 


TH EIR OWN MEANS. 
Senator B utler—T he first forty m i es w as com ­ 
pleted w ith your ow n m eans? 
S enator .-tunion!—Yes, we h ad Iron enough to 
build fifty m iles en tirely from o u r ow n m eans. 
We did not co m plain th a t th e G overnm ent aided 
o th e r railroads, but we d o sav th a t it is a c irru m - 
ita n c e to be consider, d by ih e G overnm ent iu 
settlin g w ith us th a t th e ir a id in g o th e r roads d i­ 
verted business from us to th e e x te n t, w h ich is 
show n in th e testim ony, ot m an v m illio n s o f 
dollars 
T h e in ju ries w e receivt if th ro u g h th e 
co m p etitio n w h ich cut dow n o u r rates can 
h a rd ly he estim ated . 
We w ere m ak in g m oney 
very ra p 'd lv , nu d w ere p rep arin g a tiu k ln g 
fund by w hich 11 pay off th e G overnm ent loan 
before th a t com petition com m enced aud before 
th e T h u rm an Act w as passed. 
S enator D avis—I u n d e rstan d th a t th e N o rth ­ 
ern Pacific R ailroad w as not finished until 
ISM ? 
S en ato r S tanford—No ; b u t it got far enough 
along to affect o u r business. 
S euator D avis—W hen w as th e A tchison road 
finished ? 
.Senator S tanford—In 1883,1 believe. 
S enator D avis—At w h at point did th e N o rth ­ 
ern Pacific road begin to afl'ect y o u r business 7 
W hen it got to H elen a .’ 


TH E MONTANA BUSINESS. 
S enator S tanford—I c an n o t tell you th e ]>oint 
ex actly , b u t w e felt th e M ontana business going 
eu ti ely from us, a n d even th e Union Pacific 
road, by co n stru ctin g th ro u g h its inlluence a 
lin e from O gden, U tah, up tow ards -M ontana 
stopped th e business th a t usual v cam e from 
th e E ast, a u d it does nu t go o v er ou r road at all 
now . 
W hile w e ren d ered a g reat deal better 
service, th e G overnm ent has n ev er | aid th e 
rates for c arry in g the m ails th a t it used to par­ 
to th e stage lines. 
It p aid W ells, Fargo A Co. 
$1,750.001 p er an n tim lor c arry in g th e m ails 
w ith a m ax m um no t to exceed l.OCo pounds. 
As soou as ou r railro ad w as com pleted th ey 
req u ired us to co n stru ct a special car, uccordi g 
to tlie direciio n s o f th e G overnm ent, to earrv 
eig h teen tons o r m ail m atter an d tw o m essen­ 
gers. 
T hey h ad th a t car, u n d e r th e ir contrae-; 
w h eth ei th ey fill it o r no t w ith m ail m atter 
O iten tim es w h en th e C hinese, Ja i an ese and 
A u t rallan m ails are being sent across th e road, 
a n d an e x tra c a r is req u ired , I h av e know n of

Senator D aw es—T hey w ere p ay in g th at a n n u ­ 
ally to W ells. F argo A Co. 


LIVED UP TO ITS CONTRACT. 
Stanford—Yes; a n d th e co n tract provided th a t 
th e m ax im u m am ounts should iio tex ceeo 1,000 
pounds. 
Now th e renorts all show th a t th e 
C entral Pacific road has lived up io its contracts 
in e v e r /rc s p i c t. 
N either th e G overnm ent nor 
th e people of th e country in th e construction of 
th is road h av e e v er been disappointed in a sin ­ 
gle ex p ectatio n . 
It w as no t supp-'Sed th a t th e 
tim e allo tted , w hich w as u n til 1S76. to build th e 
road was sufficient at th e tim e ot tlie passage of 
th e bill, a n d it w as so slated iu Congress, but 
th e re e ly w as th a t if m ure w~s required it could 
be given. 
It h as b on said th a t th e fact th a t we 
built th e road so ratd d ly a n d at such e x tra o rd i­ 
n ary cos? is no t to be considered by th e G overn­ 
m ent. 
1 th in k th a t fact sh ould be considered. 
As 1 hav e said, w hen we com m enced to build 
th is ro sd we th o u g h t th a t th e local business a n d 
th e absence ot com petition w ould en ab le u s to 
ch arg e su b stan tially w hat we considered a fair 
price, a n d th a t th e only co m petition w ould he 
th a t o f ox a n d m ule team s. 


TH E UNION PACIFIC'S CAME. 
A t th e tim e o f th e passage o f th e Act o f In '>4 
th e U nion Pacific road h ad m ad e no progress 
w h atev er. 
I h e co u n try from th e surnm il o f th e 
Rocky M ountains th ro u g h to Salt I ak e was be­ 
lieved to be alm ost im p a Bible, a u d it wag 
thought, th a t it wnu d tak e a long tim e to co n ­ 
stru ct th a t p art o f th e road. 
H ow ever, w e pro­ 
ceeded w ith confidence, th in k in g th a t w esh o u ld 
be ab le to reach Sait Lake before th e U nion P a­ 
cific road could possibly do so. but w ith the 
surveys w hich w ere m ade it w as ascertained th a t 
th e difficulties w ere ex ag g erated : th a t, in fact, 
th ere w ere no great difficulties at all in eon- 
strut tin g tlie road from O m aha to S alt Lake 
J he Union Pacific road th e n sen t o v er th e ir en ­ 
gineers to see w h at k in d of a co u n try we had to 
go th ro u g h . 
W hen th ey got over tlie S ierra Ne­ 
vadas nuil saw w h at we w ere d oing—saw the 
difficulties to be en countered th e re —th ey w ent 
hom e and r- ported th a t w e could not possibly 
pas- th e S ierra N evadas as early as we did by at 
least tw o years. T h en it w as th a t th ey eon- 
eluded to push on ilie b u ild in g o f th e ir road as 
rap id ly us th ey could au d m eet us at th e base o f 
th e S ierra N evada m o u n tain s, ab o u t 150 m iles 
east ot th e S acram ento valley. 


SACRIFICES FOR SPEEll. 
We found also th e ir cap acity to co n stru ct a 
road, au d w e saw th a t w ith th e heavy w ork on 
th e ¡sierra N evada m o u n tain s—th e 150 m iles o f 
th a t k in d oi road u p a m o u n tain w here 7,000 
feet o f elev atio n is m ade iu 8 1 m iles—th a t the 
o th e r road w ould be w orthless unless we got up 
far enough to reach in to th e basin of U tah, so 
as to m ake every sacrifice possible for th e sake 
o f speed. 
D uring th e th ree w inters yve w ere on 
th e m o u n tain s th e snow fell to a d ep th o f th irlv - 
six to forty fe e t: but we w orked th ro u g h all 
th a t. 
We h au led o u r iron over th e m o u n tain s 
so th a t we eouid w ork b ey o n d : we tu n n eled 
u n d e r th e snow to get a t o u r rock tu n n els, an d 
all m aterial h a d to com e from th e East, 17,000 
m iles bv w ater, an d th e n to be h au led u p th e 
m o u n tain , a n d we h ad to a n ticip ate o u r w ants 
nud provide for th em in ad vance. W e sold the 
G overnm ent bonds a t eighty four cents ou th e 
d o llar at one tim e, b e ca u se ’th is w ork on th e 
m o u n tain w as done rig h t in th e m idst o f th e 
w ar. 
It is susceptible o f dem o n stratio n th a t 
th ere w as m ore w ork in g rad in g th e first 150 
m iles o f th e C entral Pacific R ailroad tn a n w ould 
hav e to he em ployed to grade th e e n tire oad 
lrom th e re to O m aha ; in fact th a n to grade a 
road to Chicago. 
We w orked m ore th a n double 
th e n u m b e ro t m en on th e 'ie r r a N evada m o u n ­ 
ta in s w ith in four years, an d used on an average 
500 kegs ot pow der m onthly, th a n we d id a fter­ 
w ard in b u ild in g th e road to m eet th e U nion 
Pacific in U tah. 
FAST W ORK. 
A fter w e passed th e m o u n tain s webuiltSO O 
m iles o f road in ten day s less th a n ten m onths. 
T h a t rate o f speed Sept up for tw o Tears w ould 
hav e ta k e n us to O m aha. 
In o th e r w ords, we 
should have beeu able to get to O m aha in a 
y ear less tim e th a n we spent ou th e m ou n tain s, 
an d hy w ork n g h a lf th e force w e had been 
w orking on th ese m ou n tain s. 
Tho am o u n t o f 
w ork írom th e S ie rrt N evadas to O gden is about 
a fair average o f th e w ork from th e re to th e 
M issouri riv e r at O m aha. 
S enator B utler—W hat is v o ar E astern te r­ 
m in u s? 
Senato~ S tanford—O gden yvas o u r business 
term in u s. 
We did all th a t e x tra o rd in a ry w ork 
on these m ou n tain s, vet it w ould h av e been 
w orthless to us op erated bv its e lf 
H ad it n o t 
been for a portion o f th e road over ou th e o th e r 
s de we w ould h av e all th e con, rot of the trad e 
o f N evada. 
BUSINESS LOST. 
By th e co n stru ctio n o f th e U nion P arific Road 
w e d id a ctu ally lose th e g reater portion o f th a t 
trad e ex cep t th a t im m ed iately upon o u r lin e o f 
road. 
Now co n sid er th a t at th e beginning we 
in ten d ed to b u ild a road o v er th e S ierra N evada 
M ountains, because we cou d h av e no co n n ec­ 
tio n by w ater an d no co m petition o f a n v k in d 
e x cep t th a t o f inules a n d o x team s; b u t w hen 
th e U nion Pacific R oad started a n d w as liab le ! 
to com e in on ns w e saw th a t .t w ould be a j 
w orse co m petition th a n to h av e h a d a vi ssel go ¡ 
ro u n d by Cape H orn, a n d it was a w ork o f | 
necessity, th e Act o f Congress allow ing th e tw o ! 
roads to eu ild from opposite d irectio n s, it was. ‘ 
not v o lu n tary on o u r part, a n d we w ere com -1 
pelled to m -ike sacrifices to m eet th e U nion , 
Pacific R oad in U tah 
W ith th e Uuioo Pacific I 
R oad th a t was n o t th e case. 
T he e x tra o rd in a ry I 
efforts th ey m ade w ere volu n tary , a n d w ere 
o n . ie for th e purpose o f secu rin g as m uch o f t e 
line a- they could for them selves. 
T here (» a 
w ide difference, therefore, betw een th e tw-f. 
roads a n d th e cuTUm stfluccs su rro u n d in g :heirj 
is th a t r?»pect.

S enator H earst—You spoke aw h ile ago o f y o u r 
en d o f th e line, th e Paeihc e n d oi th e lin e, com ­ 
in g u p to U tah an d c ap tu rin g th e tra d e m ostly 
o f W ashington T errito ry , Id a h o an d M ontana, 
llow m uch of th e trad e w as cu t oft' by th e U tah 
N o rth ern a n d th e S o uthern reads? 
S en ato r S tanford—E very th in g , so far as su p ­ 
plies w ere concerned, w hich naturally- started 
lrom th is rid e to go w est—th a t was all lost io us. 
A side trom th e com petition caused by th ese 
com peting ines ol roilioad, w e should have liad 
established o u r sin k in g fund, au d ex cep t tor th e 
in terferen ce by tn e T h u rm a u A ct it w ould h av e 
been am p le to m eet o u r obligations, au d u p to 
th e p resen t tim e we h av e m et every obligation. 
T here h as n ev er been a claim ag aiu st th e C en­ 
tra l Pacific Road w hich lias not been prom ptly 
di-eh arg ed . 
Every d e p artm e n t o f th e G overn­ 
m en t can certify th a t tliey h av e n- v er b ad occa­ 
sion to find lau t w ith us in a si; gle in stan ce in 
th a t respect, un d ih e G overnm ent h as received 
all th e teu cfits it ex p ected a n d a g reat deal 
m ore. 
TH E COMFAeT. 
T he ag reem en t betw een th e C entral Pacific 
R ailroad C om pany an d th e G overnm ent co n sti­ 
tu te d a co u tiact. 
E ach p arty to th e co n tract 
co v en an ted io perform certain things. A ll those 
th in g s w hii h th e G overnm ent agreed to give 
th e com pany w ere to becom e th e p ro p e rtv o f the 
com pany b u ilt an d m ain tain ed . T h e road h eld 
it subject to certain govern m en tal uses, p aid to 
th e G overnm ent 5 p er cent, o f th e n et proceeds, 
an d allow ed th e G overnm ent to retain o n e-h alf 
th e value o f th e ch arg es for G overnm ent tran s 
portatio n . 
It fully periorm ed its contract 
If 
tn e com pany h ad given to c h a ti y all it received 
from th e G overnm ent, or h a d 'su n k it in th e 
ocean, e ith e r w oulo have been th e rig h t o f the 
com pany, so la r as its relatio n s w ith th e Gov­ 
e rn m e n t w ere concerned. All th e G overnm ent 
h a d th e legal or m oral rig h t to claim w as th a t 
th e com pany sh o u ld pertorm th e oblig atio n s o f 
th e c o u fa e t. T h at it has done from th e d a y of 
th e organization of th e C entral Pacific R ailroad 
C om pany dow n to th is year; 
it h a s perform ed 
every obligation public o r p riv ate w in ch it ev er 
und erto o k to perform . In regard to th e savings 
o f th e G o v ern m en t It can easily be show n la a t 
th e difference betw een w h at h a s actu ally been 
paid ou t for th is m uch b etter service an d w h at 
th ey w ere p ay in g o u t on an average from 1850 
to th e present tim e is $7,000,000 a year. T h at 
th ey h a v e saved, a n d w hen you com e to co n ­ 
sid er th e benefit to th e developm ent o f th e 
co u n try it h as caused it is im possible to o v er­ 
rate th e am o u n t besides th is w e saved. 


TH E DISCOUNT TEST. 
T he G overnm ent in a ll o th e r eases h as sub­ 
m itted to a discount in p artin g w ith th e bonds 
ex cep tin g to these railroads, und in th e ir ease 
th e G overnm ent h as dem an d ed th e face o f th e ir 
paper, an d are collecting six p er cent, in t rest 
upon it. so th a t at th e d a te o f th e m a tu rity of 
th e bonds, it we are called upon to pay th em , 
w e sh all pay $20,0UO,UoU to th e Gove n m en t for 
th a t o f w hich w e n ev er h a d on e p enny. 
T h at 
is, th e six p er cent, in terest ou th e $7,000,000, 
th e diflerenee betw een th e v alu e o f th e bonds 
th e G overnm ent loaned us a n d th e am o u n t we 
realized a t ih e e n d o f th irty years th e d a te of 
m a tu rity o f th e bonds, w ill uinouut to about 
$20,0 41,000. 
T he C h airm an —A nd you h av e realized as 
m uch from th e bonds as th e U nited S tates d id 
from th e bouds it sold d irectlv for its ow n 
benefit? 
Senator S tanford—W e realized m ore, because 
we h eld on to th em as long as tve could. 
We 
h ad fa ith in th e u ltim a te su ccesso r o u r G overn­ 
m e n t iu th e w ar. an d w e h y p o th ecated those 
bonds, a n d in th a t w ay got a m uch b etter price 
th a n we o th erw ise should. 
W e d id no t sell anv 
bouds at 40 e c u s on a d o llar, b u t on e tim e tb e 
cu rren cy w as so low iliat it took S3 in cu rrency 
to buy t l in gold, a n d , as you know all our 
business over th e re w as done on a gold basis. 


COST OF SUPPLIES. 
T ben th e cost o f o u r supplies w as enorm ous. 
We had tw o engines on th e road th a t cost us 
$65,000 w hich could he placed th e re to-day for 
$14,000. 
In o rd er to push th is road forw ard ra p ­ 
idly we h a d a g re a t d eal o f th e iro n sen t across 
th e Isthm us, an d we h ad to pay $6o a to n for 
th at. 
T h e w ar risks w ere very great, in su ran ce 
w as very hi< h an d w e h ad to m eet all ot them , 
so th a t o u r road cost fully double w hat it w ould 
hav e had it been b u ilt before o r subsequent to 
th e w ar a u d built iu th e m a n n e rth c con tracto rs 
w ould o rd in arily build a road. 
But it w as not 
o p tio n al w ,th us. 
We h a d to b u ild it in th a t 
w ay o r lose w h a t w e h a d invested, a n d , th e re ­ 
fore, w e m ad e th e s-rorifice. 
S enator B u tle r—W hen do y o u r bonds m a ­ 
tu re ? 
TRAFFIC FALLEN OFF. 
S enator S tanford—In about ten years from th e 
present tim e. 
Now w e are here, riot because we 
are d erelict in o u r obligations to th e G overn­ 
m ent, but 
because, as th e e n tire ev id en ce 
show s, o u r business h as fallen oil very m ueli 
ow ing to th e reasons I h av e stated, an d the 
p robability is th a t w e sh all be u n ab le to m eet 
o u r obligations a t m atu rity . 
It w as a n ticip ated 
th a t tlie G overnm ent business w ould alone pat­ 
m ore th a n th e interest : th a t w ould save ih e in ­ 
crest a n d pay a large am o u n t in addition. 
In 
a ll th e debates in Congress you w ill observe I b at 
th ey discuss th is question. T hey said : 
We 
are jiaying ou t S.s.uffj.otO a u u u a lly ’for tra n sp o r­ 
tatio n west ot th e M issouri riv er," an d th e law s 
o f 1862 an d 1S61 req u ire th a t one h a lf o f the 
am o u n t due oil acco u n t o f tran sp o rtatio n should 
go to o u r c re d it w ith tl.e G overnm ent, a n d th e 
o th e r h a lf w e w ere to receive in cash. T hey 
said : “ We have been paying o..t S.s.i uu.otio"; 
one-lialf ol th a t w ill be em ployed 111 oro I eel tin- 
G overnm ent, a u d th e com pany w ill h av e th e 
o th er $l,000,9i.u an d call m ake th a t am ount of 
m o n e y :" but, as m a te ra tu rn e d out, tb e G ov­ 
e rn m e n t h as paid ou t less th a n $1,0< 0,1» il, a u d 
th a t did no t pay th e interest on th e bonds. 
I he 
G overnm ent, iu th a t respect, w as disapi-ointed, 
b u t it was ow ing to th e tact th ai th e g reat b en e­ 
fit ex p ected by tlie railroad com pany in doing 
tb e G overnm ent business w as not realized, a l­ 
th o u g h th e G overnm ent lias had th e service p e r­ 
form ed a t a rate c h ea p e r t han ev er before. 
T he 
G overnm ent h a s lost n o th in g by reason o f th a t 
f a c t : ou th e contrary, it bus been th e g ain er, 
because, h ad th e business been paid for at th a t 
sam e rate, it w ould have pu t into o n r treasury 
$1,0.0,14)0 a year, an d we should h av e b ad th a t 
am o u n t to o u r cred it to settle th is Indebtedness 


AN UNDEVELOPED TERRITORY. 
B ut co n tem p late lor a m o m en t th e condition 
of th a t c o u n try 'w h en w e first w ent into it. 
In 
th e 1.800 m iles from th e M issouri riv e r to th e 
S ierra N evadas th ere is not a nav ig ab le w ater­ 
course. T h ere was i n settl- raent ex cep t th a t ol 
th e M orm ons iu U tah. 
T he G overnm ent h ii' 
h ad opened for settlem en t all th a t co u n try , und 
if w e pay these bonds a t m a tn ritv th e G overn­ 
m ent w ill euioy all these g reat benefits w ith o u t 
h av in g ex p en d ed a d o llar in m oncv. 
It is en ­ 
joy in g those benefits now , an d w ill 'fo r all tim e 
to com e. 
You are all m ore or less acq u ain ted 
w ith th e history o f these tim es. 
It w a- co n sid ­ 
ered a very doub tfu l en terp rise w hen first in iti­ 
ated . so m uch so th a t in C alifornia u n til th e en d 
o f l 86l no one w ould h av e a n y th in g to do w ith 
it. 
It was regarded as a hazardous e n te rp ri e. 
a n d to such au e x te n t th at in Sail F rancisco all 
th e stock lor w hich w e could get subscriptions 
am o u n ted to tc-i shares, v alued at $1,000. 
At 
S acram ento som e stock w as subscribed for, 
cau sed by th e local feeling a n d p rid e e x istin g 
th ere, an d th ey w ere wi ling to ao so m eth in g ; 
hu t iu San F iim ciseo bu t ten sh ares w ere su b ­ 
scribed for, a n d th a t subscription was m ude bv 
a foreigner—a F ren ch m an . 
N obody had a n y 
confidence in it. 


A RECKLESS ENTERPRISE. 
It w as considered a m ost reckless en terp rise. 
I have been led to say m uch m ore th a n I ex ­ 
pected to w hen I began, b u t I w an ted to show 
you th e circum stances u n d e r w h ich we com ­ 
m enced to build this road 
It w as w ith th e idea 
th a t we w ere not to h av e c o m p e titio n ; th a t we 
w ould com m and a co u n try w hich w ould p ro b ­ 
ably develop, and if w e could get o v er th e 
m o u n tain s a t a .l th a t th e e n terp rise w ould be a 
great sueeess, an d th e subsequent history of th a t 
lin e show s th a t in th is respt et w e should h av e 
m ade no m istake, a n d ih e reason th e aided p o r­

As it is, w e h av e o u r 
p riv ate sin k in g fund, a n d it is now betw een 
n in e an d ten m illio n d o lla rs; g rad u ally it w ill 
ta k e care o f these first-m ortgage bonds, and 
ev ery d o lla r th a t goes in to th a t fund ad d s so 
m u ch to th e ad v an tag es th e G overnm ent has.

S enator I aw es—You w ould have had th e s in k ­ 
in g tu n d on th a t basis to m eet Doth? 
S enator S tauford 
VVe h av e o u r ow n p riv ate 
siu k in g fund. 
S euator Dawes—T h at sin k in g fu n d did not 
co ntem plate th o m eetin g o f both sets o f m o rt­ 
gages? 
S enator S tanford—We hav e o n r ow n priv ate 
sin k in g fund, au d th e w av it is going o n it w ill 
a m o u n t to about tw en ty m illio n dollars at m a­ 
tu rity , so we w ill lack ab o u t seven m illion d o l­ 
lars o f h av in g euough to pay th e first-m ortgage 
bonds.

S en ato r S tanford—T h at is going on still. 


HYPOTHECATED RONDS. 
S enator D avis—Y'ou said a m om ent ago th a t 
you h y p o th ecated th e G overnm ent bonds d u rin g 
th e w ar on acco u n t ot y o u r coufiden e in th e 
G overnm ent. 
W as th a t done on y our in d iv id u a l 
credit? 
S euator S tan fo rd —O ur cred it w as oftentim es 
b etter th a n th e eren it o f th e railro ad com pany 
sen a to r D avis—Did th e prom oters of th e rail 
road pledge its credit w h en th ey h y p o th ecate 
th e bonds? 
S enator S tan fo rd —F o r a long tim e d u rin g th e 
construction of th e road we borrow ed all th e 
m ouey necessary on o u r ow n cred it. 
W e used 
th e first-m ortgage bonds a n d th e G overnm ent 
bouds as collateral, feeling confident at t lie lim e 
th a t a ll th e tim e th e y w ould no t depreci ite in 
v alu e. 
We h eld them as long as possible, and 
w hen we could not h e lp ourselves, w e sold 
th em , s n d we suld o u r ow n tin t-m o rtg ag eb o n d s- 
W e realized 72 cen ts o u a d o llar f r each class 
o f bonds; b u t th e re w as a tim e w hen w e sold 
o u r bouds a u d realized only a little m ore th a n 
40 cents o n the dollar. 


IN GOLD COIN. 
S enator H iscock—Y'ou m ean iu gold ? 
S enator S tanford—Yes, th a t w as th e kind o f 
m oney used in co n stru ctin g the road. As I hav e 
said, th e G overnm ent itse lf su b m itted to th e 
sacrifice o f its bonds in ev ery ease, ex cep t iu 
d ealin g w ith these Pacific railroads. T hey alone 
h ad to tak e those bouds au d suffer th e loss, an d 
th ey are now d raw in g ■■ p er cen t 
In all o th e r 
c a se -th e G overnm ent sold th e ir bonds in th e 
m ark et for w hat lliev could get, an d in evcrv 
instviice lost th e disco u n t them selves. 
Now it 
seem s to m e th a t the m agnificent results w hich 
h av e been a tta in ed by th e G overnm ent should 
fairly be ta k e n in to cor.sidenttion in d ealin g 
w ith th ese questions. T h at p o in t I w ill not 
urge: th e counsel w ill present all those things 
to you, h u t m y object in add ressin g you now 
w as to diabuse y o u r m in d s o f th e p o p u lar no 
tion tliot th e C entral Pacific road h a d not lived 
u p to its obligation; th a t it has m ade large 
am ounts of m oney at th e expense o f th e Gov­ 
ern m en t; w hereas, th e fact is it has n ev er m ade 
a d o llar a t the ex p en se o f th e G overnm ent, aud 
all th e values th a t th e com pany h as h a d an d 
w h atev er w ealth it h as g ath er, d ’hav e com e from 
its ow n creatio n . 
Every d o lla r oi' th e G overn­ 
m ent bonds a u d every d o lla r o f th e first-m ort­ 
gage bonds w ent in to th e con stru ctio n of th e 
road, a n d th a t h as developed th e co u n trv an d 
created values, a n d for a tim e th is road w as 
very valu ab le, 
it w as earn in g largely in excess 
of th e req u irem en ts o f a fund liecetsaiy to m eet 
th e G overnm ent debt an d its ow n first-m ongage 
bouds. 
NO ONE ANTICIPATED DISASTER. 
Tin stock w as selling a t a high price, au d no- 
Ixidy a n ticip ated th e disaster th at afterw ard be­ 
fell it, in consequence o f th e co nstruction of 
th ese com pering lin es o f railro ad . 
It is said 
th a t we issued a large a m o u n t o f stock, too. We 
did. but it afl'ected nobody b u t th e stockholders. 
I t th e stock o f th e C entral Pacific R oad w ere 
to-day g ath ered in am i all ex cep tin g seven 
sh ares w ere destroyed it w ould no t m ak e any 
difference to th e G overnm ent or anvone else in 
th e w orld, ex cep t to th e stockholders th em ­ 
selves. T he v alu e o f th e property does not de­ 
pend on th e n u m b er o f sh ares th a t are o u t­ 
standing. 
They are m ere evidences of title aud 
uoliody is or can be in terested in them except 
the stockholders aud th e stockholders arc not 
com plaining. 
1 lie U stiinony w ill show th at we 
built about 6,(:o0 m iles o f railro ad to h elp de­ 
velop th e co u n try , b u t w e d id not do it a t the 
expense o f th e G overnm ent: w e did not no it at 
anybody’s expense e x cep t o u r ow n, realiz d 
from o u r ow n resources. 
F o r instance, we 
p lan n ed a railroad a n d we concluded to issue so 
m uch stock aud so m any bonds. 
We had a co n ­ 
tra c t com pany m do the" w ork. 
Now, w ho w as 
w ronged by th a t ? Nobody, it w as o f no conse­ 
qu en ce to anybody in th e w orld. 
T he g reat 
p u b lic w ere in terested in h av in g railroads, but 
it m ade n o difference about ih e stock issued, or 
w ho issued it, provided th e railro ad w as b u ilt, 
ex cep t to th e stockholders. 
We b u ilt, as I sav, 
ab o u t six th o u san d m iles o f ra ilro ad ill th a t 
w ay. au d tra n sp o rta tio n is co n seq n eiitlv ch eap 
all th ro u g h th a t country. 


EQUITY. 
S enator H earst—S p eaking of equities, th e h elp 
th a t th e G overnm ent in the siart gave you a 
foundation a n d a c red it by w hich you w ere able 
to do th is w ork, you ad m it is nn e q u ity lrom the 
G overnm ent a t least. 
S euator S lan lo rd —Of course, as I h av e said 
aud as w ell know n, th e G overnm ent paid ou t 
n o th in g . 
T h eir loan Was tlie cred it w hich they 
gave us. 
If th ey h ad paid o u t th e m oney th e 
d en t w e ow e w ould not h av e been so much*. 
In 
o th e r w ords th ey w ould have p arted w ith $27,­ 
009,000. 
It w ould h av e been w o rth a g reat d eal 
m ore th a u w e received, au d u p to th is tim e they 
hav e been receiving ih e benefits o f the roads 
w ith o u t pay in g an y th in g b u t th e p av m eu t of 
in terest. T he p rincipal is in th e ir ow n pockets. 
T h e in terest th ey re q u ired us to p ay back. 
It 
th e G overnm ent n e v er gets a n o th e r d o llar back 
it w ill hav e saved over tw o h u n d re d m illions 
ag ain st w h at it w as pay ring for th e service prior 
to th e co nstruction o f th e road. 


OTHER 1ÍOADS BUILT. 
How m uch v alu e it has been to th e G overn­ 
m en t to h av e 1,800 m iles of couutry developed, 1 
sh all no t u n d e rta k e to say. b u t population has 
gone in. o th e r railroads have been b u ilt,a n d all 
th is as a consequence o f th e co n stru ctio n ot th is 
road. 
1 do no t believe one o f th e o th e r lin es o f 
roads w ould h av e been b u ilt th ro u g h th a t e.uuu 
try to-day it th is road h ad n o t been a pioneer 
an d show n th e possibilitv o f its being done. 
W ith double th e lan d grant’ th e Sou h e rn Pacific 
a n d A tlan tic a u d Pacific a n d th e N orthern P a­ 
cific have been pu sh ed forw ard, but th e im pulse 
cam e from tho construction o f o u r road. The 
N o rth ern Pacific road, ru n n in g th ro u g h a m ag­ 
nificent section o f th e country, w ith tw ice th e 
la n d gra. t th a t th e C en tral ’Pacific had . onlv 
com pleted its road in lSSi, w hile we com pleted 
o u r road in 1869, d u rin g a p a rt o f w h ich tim e 
th e G overnm ent bonds a n d th e lirst-x o rtg ag e 
b o n d -to g e th e r d id no t eq u al th e tace v alu e o f 
e ith e r one. A ll these results h av e follow ed 
from th e co nstruction o f tb c road. 


DEVELOPED AN EM PIRE. 
T he early co n stru ctio n o f th e C en tral Pacific 
road w as a m a tte r com pulsory on th e p art o f th e 
com pany, a cd th e sacrifice it’m ade, o r w as com ­ 
pelled to m ake, in o rd er to preserve th a t w hich 
had alread y been ex p en d ed on th e road, but 
I d o n 't care to go in to th a t m a tte r fu rth er. I 
h av e stated su b stan tially all th a t I desire, w hich 
is th a t we have no m oney a t tn e expense ol th e 
G o v e rn m e n t: th a t all w e derived 
trom the 
G overnm ent w en t in to th e construction o f the 
road, as can be easily ascertain ed , a n d these 
vague a n d u n c erta in stories th a t th e com pany 
has m ade m ouey a t th e ex p en se o f th e G overn­ 
m en t h av e no fo u n d atio n except iu tb e w ild 
rum ors started som e years ago. 
in ste ad ol th e 
projectors h a v in g m ad e m oney at th e expense 
of tn e G overnm ent it w as m ade e n tirely o u : of 
th e values w hich w ere created by th e com pany 
an d because we dev elo p ed a n em pire.

Last wii te r C ongress pa'.-cd a u A ct, as 
you know , d irectin g th e C om m issioners to in* 
q u ire in to certain eq u ities betw een th is com ­ 
pany a n d th e G overnm ent. T h a t A ct said they 
sh o u ld * x am in e a n d ascertain how m u ch m ore 
it cost th e com pany to give th e use o f th is ra il­ 
road to th e G overnm ent seven vears earlier th a n 
th e co n tract required. 
I t saiu they should as­

T he C h airm an —So th a t th e G overnm ent did 
n o t help you in th e b u ild in g o f th e road? 
S euator S tanford -T h e y h elped to give us 
credit. 
T h e C h airm an —B ut th ey did no t fu rn ish you 
th e m oney ? 
TH E LAND GRANT. 
S enator Stanford—No, no t d u rin g th a t tim e. 
We h av e sold som e of th ese lands, b u t th e Gov­ 
e rn m e n t h as uot been very lib eral w ith us, even 
iu th a t respect. T h ere is a po p u lar im pression 
th a t we have neglected t ta k e o u t lan d p aten ts 
so as to avoid tax atio n . T here h as u ev er been a 
tim e siuce o u r road w as com pleted th a t wc had 
th e m ouey to pay for surveys, b u t we h av e uo t 
as a ru le sold th e lands g ra n te d to th e road be­ 
tw een O gden a n d S acram ento u n til w e h ad 
th em surveyed ourselves.

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CANADIAN COMMERCIAL UNION. 


R eferring to th e report of th e com m ittee 
o f the Ilonse in favor of a comm ercial 
union w ith Canada, th e San Francisco Call 
says: “ I f th e U nited States should adopt 
a free-trade policy and oi>en its doors to 
im m igration from all quarters it would 
have comm ercial union w ith the whole 
w orld. 
R ut u n til it has com m ercial union 
w ith th e rest of th e world it cannot well 
have com m ercial union w ith « tv part of 
it.” 
T he case of C anada is peculiar. T h e 
D om inion is, so far as ta riff is concerned, 
independent of 
E ngland. 
T he form er 
m aintains a protective tariff as agnirst the 
m other country. C om m ercial union w ith 
C anada, therefore, would l>e only th e ex­ 
tension ot our trade w ithin th e continent, 
w ith th e verges still walled in by a pro­ 
tectiv e tariff. 
Com m ercial union is desir­ 
ab le sim ply because it is wise to extend 
th e arm of our trade raid to broaden our 
m arkets. 
T he U nited States would l>e the 
greater gainer ; she would sacrifice nothing 
com pared to th e exactions of tiie M ills' 
tari!!' bill, should it become a law. C anada 
having th e power to tax all im portations, 
can adjust her trade to th e conditions 
prevailing in th e U nited States w ithout 
calling on us to sacrifice an ything of the 
protctive principle. 
I t is sim ply a propo­ 
sition to open up a new era of prosperity 
for th e two countries th a t have so much in 
common, and th a t already have a social 
union, and whose financial exchange does 
not differ from th a t m aintained between 
our States. It is, in in other words, a prop- 
sitio n to m ake the continent of N orth 
A m erica, so far as th e jurisdiction of the 
English-speaking 
people 
extends, 
one 
country for com m ercial purposes; to e x ­ 
tend the schem e w hich now m akes it de­ 
sirable for the people of one State to deal 
com m ercially w ith those of another. 
T he goods exchange betw een C anada 
and th e U nited States is now about equal, 
and th e duties paid upon one side of th e 
line are but little m ore th an those exacted 
upon th e other. 
T hey operate therefore, 
as license taxes for th e privilege of doing 
business — and 
these com m ercial unity 
would abolish. 
T he people trade w ith 
each o th er now under th is license tax be­ 
cause they find it to th eir m utual advan­ 
tage ; they w ill do so under th e schem e of 
a com m ercial union w ithout (iovernm ent 
collectors, and for th e sam e reason. 
So 
long, therefore, as C anada m aintains her 
ta rilf independence of all th e rest of the 
world, and upon h er o u ter borders sets up 
th e protective schem e dem anded by so 
large a body of our own people, we fail to 
understand why protectionists should ob­ 
je c t to an interior license line being aban­ 
doned, when its rem oval w ould operate to 
enlarge our m arket and give us greater 
advantages than we would yield. 
T he most forcible objection to unioni 
w ithout further am endm ent to th e plan of 
th e com m ittee, is th a t m ade by th e Call, 
to th e effect th a t Chinese im m igration 
into C anada not being sufficiently re­ 
stricted, would throw A m erican labor into 
com petition w ith th e product of coolie labor. 
T his is the one essential and serious diffi­ 
culty. 
I t m ust he sw ept aw ay before the 
union can be consented to. Rut we believe 
th a t th e same causes th a t operate w ith us 
to create the dem and for exclusion, will 
operate in Canada, and are already being 
felt. 
I t is, therefore, entirely probable 
th a t Chinese im m igration w ill not long 
stand in the way of any strong desire on 
th e part of the Canadians to form a com­ 
m ercial union w ith us. 


according to fa ir m ilitary idea, bu t th eir 
fighting capacity is not underestim ated by 
any m ilitary m en.

In th is case all th e indications are th a t 
Italy will en ter th e struggle w ith a short, 
hot cam paign in view, and a determ ination 
to end it before greatest b eat of sum m er is 
attained.

THE NEW BEECHER STORY. 


T here comes to th e surface of news a re­ 
m arkable statem ent concerning th e great 
T ilton-B eeeher scandal, w hich will revive 
m em ories of th e 
affair th a t 
once so 
greatly absorbed public attention. 
If the 
present story is true, it presents th e scan­ 
dal in a wholly new lig h t, lifts from M r. 
Beecher’s character any possible rem aining 
doubt of his innocence, clears away th e 
last vestige of m ystery surrounding the 
notable case, and m akes perfectly clear the 
involved and apparently inculpating state­ 
m ents credited to M r. Reecher and Mrs. 
T ilton. 
If true, th e story also proves 
Beecher to have been a m artyr to his de­ 
votion to a friend and the unhappy victim 
of m isconstrued advice. 
R ut the tale, a 
concise statem ent of w hich is elsew here 
printed, has weak point , and will need 
stronger verification th an th e statem ent of 
one person unnam ed. 
It seems incredible 
th a t any physician to whom Mr. Beecher 
would so devoutly attach him self would 
he guilty of th e crim e charged, or th at, il 
a m an of character—such as would be 
likely to be the associate of M r. Beecher— ; 
he would, even to save himself, have per­ 
m itted an innocent man to suffer. 
N or yet 
does it seem probable th a t M r. Beecher 
would have given th e advioe he did as a 
spiritual counselor, upon the m ere state­ 
m ent of agossip, w ithout verifying th e scan­ 
dal concerning T ilton and Mrs. W oodhull. 
I t would better have comported w ith his 
character and position to have advised the 
wife to have stood by h er husband and 
held to h er faith in him , rath e r than to 
cast him off w ithout irrefragable proof of 
his having acted crim inally against her 
wifely rights. 
Y et it is possible th a t the 
story is true th a t th e parties acted pre­ 
cisely as it is stated they d id ; th a t th e 
pastor proved to be a C hristian hero in 
one sense and a pitifully weak m an in 
fearing to lay hare the whole tru th , and 
th at th e physician was as great a coward 
and as unjust and cruel a mam as he is 
painted. 
It is not always true th at great 
minds, in sore d istre* and the m oment of 
trial, display the greatest wisdom. 
I f the 
story is verity, it proves th at Mr. Beecher 
was at once heroic and more th an weak— 
at once a tru e iriend and an unwise coun­ 
selor ; th at he was a m artyr to his concep­ 
tion of th e obligations of friendship and a 
hero in his gratitude to one who had been 
true to him . 
In short, however viewed in 
th e lig h t of th is new so-called revelation 
— w hich is uot to be accepted out of hand 
•—th e weakness of hum an nature is vividly 
displayed, and th e w ant of m oral courage 
ou th e p a rt of th e very people, of all 
other--, who should dem onstrate th e ir j>os- 
aession oí it, is illustrated.

again during thesucceedingsum m er, again 
upon the land from fall u n til spring, and 
not absent six m onths at any one time;

during the two seasons w hen he was ab­

of 
his 
house 
and 
m aking 
im provem ents 
on 
his 
land, 
now valued 
altogether at $600; 
th at be was a poor m an and his ab­

ELECIION CASES. 


Change of Venue for 
Fitzgerald 
and 
M nr riser. 
C. N. H enry was yesterday ordered by 
City Justice of the Peace C. N . Post to pay 
a fine of $100 or remain in the county jail 
for 100 days, having been found guiltv of 
attempting to bribe J. C. Sullivan to vote 
illegally. 
H e was remanded to the custody 
of the Sheriff. 
T he cases of James Morrisey, charged 
with attempting to vote illegally, and F . T. 
Fitzgerald, charged with a felony in hav­ 
ing voted illegally, came up betore Justice 
Post at 1:30 p. m. 
Major Anderson ap­ 
peared as counsel for the defendants in 
both cases. 
Affidavits were filed by each 
of the defendants, asking a change of 
venue, on the ground that they had reason 
to believe and did believe that they could 
not have a fair and impartial trial before 
Justice Post, by reason of the bi is and pre­ 
judice of said Justice. 
Mr. 
Anderson 
made the motion for a change of venue 
and Justice Post ordered both cases trans­ 
ferred to tlie Court of Justice of the Peace 
Davis, remarking that he did not want to 
try any man who thought he would not 
give him a fair and impartial trial. 
Dis­ 
trict Attorney Bruner appeared in behalf 
of the people. 
As soon as the order was made the attor­ 
neys and the cloud cf witnesses subpenaed 
by the defense in the case o f Fitzgerald 
adjourned to Justice Davis’ Court, where 
the cases were set down for trial on Satur­ 
day next, at 10 o'clock a. m. Mr. Anderson 
has requested the Court to have a short­ 
hand reporter present to take dewn the 
evidence in the Fitzgerald case. 
This case 
seems to be attracting a great deal of atten­ 
tion, for beside the large nnmber of w it­ 
nesses subpenaed there were m any spec­ 
tators present at the proceedings yesterday. 
The change of venue in these cases lias 
caused a great deal of comment, and the 
proceedings in Justice Davis’ Court will be 
watched by the whole com munity with a 
great deal of interest. 
The case of Fred. Gibson, of the La­ 
fayette 
Saloon, charged with bribing a 
man to vote illegally, came up before Jus­ 
tice Davis a t 10 o’clock a . s . 
Defendant 
filed an affidavit that a material witness 
was absent, and the case was continued 
until Friday, at 10 o’clock a . m . 


MOKE BURGLARIES. 


Two Residences Entered and Valuables 
Stolen. 
Som e tim e during Monday night burg­ 
lars entered the residence of F. A . C. 
Nichols, on the lower Stockton road, and 
carried ofi the following property : Eleven

sow, and fence about with the sharp baroed- 
wire fence of the ten commandments so as 
to shut out the living herds of sin, the 
cattle of hell. 
You must not only ac­ 
cumulate gold, but you m ust protect it 
from the thief and burglar if you would 
grow wealthy. 
You must lock that heart 
of yours with the ten commandments or 
the emissaries of sin will steal away your 
wealth and leave you poor indeed. 
God 
forbids all alliance with sin, all friendship 
with lust and wrong. 
An alliance with 
sin is destruction of the soul. 
Many years 
ago a physician in the city of W ashington 
recommended for a patient, a minister, 
three toddies a day. 
The minister refused 
the prescription and the doctor said : 
“1 
thought you were man enough to touch it 
and let it alone.” 
The reply of the man of 
God w a s:

SACRAMENTO’S PURIFICATION. 


JENNINGS AM) HENLEY. 


Judge Buckley D ispenses Justice W ith- 
o it Fear or Favor. 
Judge Buckley rendered his decision 
yesterday morning in the case of W. H 
Jennings, charged with false Imprison­ 
ment. discharging 
the 
defendant, and 
thereby subjecting him self to further ad­ 
verse criticism on the part of those who 
have been the apologists for all sorts of po­ 
litical corruption and who have done what 
they could to prevent the punishm ent of 
those who violated the election laws at the 
late city election. 
The fact is that the 
Judge arrived at the only conclusion which 
could be reached by a fair-minded, impar­ 
tial person who had all the facts before him, 
and his action w ill be commended by all 
good citizens. Throughout the trial ot the 
cases arising out of the violations of the 
election laws Judge Buckley has stood up 
fearlessly in the lace of the “ gan g” and 
done his duty like a mau, iu spite ot all the 
attempts which have been made at bull­ 
dozing. 
The case of Jennings was a very sim ple 
one, except that there was conflicting testi­ 
m ony upon one point. 
Jennings was act­ 
ing as a Deputy Sheriff at the polls and ar­ 
rested ex-Justice Henley for being drunk 
and disorderly. 
On arriving at the station- 
house he was persuaded not to prosecute 
the case and H enley was discharged. IT pon 
this he had Jennings arrested for false im ­ 
prisonment. 
Oil the trial Colonel Mc- 
Nasser, the Inspector of the election, and 
several other 
reputable citizens testified 
that Henley was drunk and noisy, while 
as many more swore that he was not drunk 
and was not making any more noise than 
others present. 
The case was taken under 
advisement until yesterday morning, when 
Lincoln W hite, counsel for the defendant, 
presented authorities to show that where 
no malice was shown and where there was 
probable canse for the arrest an action for 
false imprisonment would not lie. 
City Attorney Hart insisted that a case 
had been made out, and asked that the de­ 
fendant be held to answer. 
Judge Buckley reviewed the testimony at 
length, being interrupted twice by H enley, 
who disagreed with the Court in his state­ 
ment of what the evidence had been. The 
Judge said that this was the first case of 
the kind that ever came ■ efore him , and 
that he never remembered a case like it 
having been tried in this county. The 
evidence as to H enley’s condition had been 
conflicting, but he was convinced that the 
ex-J ustice was not so drunk but that he 
could take care of him self. 
H e did not 
think that he could have been convicted of 
being drunk and disorderly if he had been 
tried on that charge, and therefore he con­ 
sidered that the arrest ought not to have 
been made. 
At the same tim e the arrest­ 
ing 
officer 
probably 
thought he 
was 
doiug his duty, and tlie fact that he did not 
urge his complaint showed that he had no 
malice. 
Under these 
circumstances it 
would be useless to hold the defendant to 
answer before the Superior Court, as he 
would in all probability be acquitted by a 
jury. 
He therefore ordered the defendant 
discharged. 


Jute Bags. 
In order to show clearly the position 
taken by Governor Waterman in the mat­ 
ter of the sale of jute bags made at San 
Quentin Prison, the following letter written 
by his Secretary, M. D. Bofuck, to Warden 
McComb is given : 
“ In a conversation 
with the Governor this morning, prior to 
his leaving for San Diego, he came to the 
conclusion that two cents below the market 
rates would be about the price at which 
farmers should be supplied with sacks from 
the State Prison. 
That while he believes 
in protecting them to the fullest extent, 
snd dealing with them with the greatest 
liberality, the income of the prison from 
labor performed by the convicts must at 
the same tim e be taken into consideration, 
and the State reimbursed, as far as it can 
be, for the outlay incurred. 
The Governor 
was well pleased with his visit at San 
Quentin, an 1 the progress made since you 
assumed command.”

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POLICE COURT. 


Four Bad Boys and a Bold Robber in 
Court. 
After rendering his decision in the Jen­ 
nings case, referred to elsewhere, Judge 
Buckley took up and disposed of the regu­ 
lar calendar. 
J. Johnson pleaded guilty to having dis­ 
turbed the peace of John Gillespie, anil was 
sentenced to twenty' day's imprisonment. 
John Birmingham, who had been ar­ 
rested for being drunk, was allowed to go 
on the statement that he had never been 
arrested before and would not m ake his ap­ 
pearance in Court again. 
W illiam Johnston was held to answer a 
charge o f robbery. 
H e was seen by Mayor 
Gregory and several others, on Sunday 
morning, to rob a man named A . W . Ken- 
niston, of Auburn, of $2 70 in m oney and 
a gold ring. 
Kenniston was very drunk 
and Johnston led him into a vacant lot be­ 
tween Second and Third, II and I streets, 
where he committed the robbery. 
Butch Vantine pleaded guilty to a charge 
of battery upon E. E. Avery.and was ordered 
to appear for sentence on Thursday. 
George W ilson was sentenced to fifteen 
days’ imprisonment 
for disturbing the 
peace. 
“ Brushy” Bill Jones was convicted of 
vagrancy, but sentence was withheld on his 
promise to leave town at once. 
Four bad boys, named Andrew Walker, 
James Walker, James H ughes and Robert 
Nash, were arraigned on a charge of dis­ 
turbing the peace. They were decent-look- 
ing boys, and two of them, at least, James 
Hughes 
and 
Andrew 
Walker, 
were 
thoroughly penitent aud ashamed of the 
position they were in. 
They all pleaded 
guilty to having tied a string to the door­ 
bell of A. Peltier’s residence, 1012 O street, 
and annoying the family' by ringing it. Mr. 
Peltier’s wife is ill. and as he had been 
sim ilarly annoyed before, he caused the 
arrest of the lads. 
As they expressed neni- 
tence, however, he asked "the Judge to let 
them oft this time. 
Mayor Gregory also 
asked the Court to be lenient with the 
boys, and upon their promising not to com­ 
mit similar offenses in the future, Judge 
Buckley allowed them to go, warning them 
not to appear before tiim again. 


THERMALITO. 


The Hom e off the Orange, Olive and 
Vine. 
The pioneer colony of Butte county is 
Thermalito. 
It was surveyed into town 
lots 50x150 and OOxlGO feet, and in one. 
two, five and ten-acre lots in June, 1S87 
Of these lots, 9-10 were offered for sale direct 
at $100 per acre. 
Terms of sale, cne-third 
cash, one-third In one year, and balance in 
two years at 8 per cent, per annum . 
Over 
one-half of these lots have been sold to 
bona fide purchasers, who have personally 
examined the 
land, soil, location anil 
water-power and supply, on all of which 
Thermalito challenges comparison. 
Five 
hundred lots were set aside from the 1,440, 
to be improved with the purchase money 
paid for them, and to be distributed in the 
following m anner:

cottage, one $2,000 cottage, two $1.500 cot­ 
tages. two $1.000 cottages, four $875 cot­ 
tages. and $1,000 worth of ornamental trees 
planted. The streets adjoining the lots are 
being graded and water is now piped, and 
being brought in pipes to each lot under a 
pressure of from 100 to 150 feet, to be used 
tree for three years, and at a low rate of 
ten cents per miner’s inch for twenty-four 
hours’ flow.

The Executive Committee of the State 
Board of Trade met in regular session at 
the headquarters on Second street to-day. 
W. H. Mills presided in the absence of 
President Hatch and Vice-Presideut Bying- 
ton. 
Regarding the plan for having a perm a­ 
nent exhibition in Chicago, as suggested 
advisable by Traveling Agent Van Arman 
recently, Mr. Cadwalader. of San Jose, re­ 
ported that the Local Board had acted ad­ 
versely to the proposition. 
If nineteen 
other counties would go in and make an 
exhibit San Jose and Santa Clara county 
would join. The people there feel that an 
army of people are already coming here 
without further inducement, and many of 
these prospective tourists will not pass 
through Chicago and have opportunity to 
see an exhioit if made. 
Mr. Smith, of Martinez, reported that 
Mr. Van Arman 
and Dr. Latham had 
visited Martinez and had laid the plan be­ 
fore the Contra Costa County Agricultural 
Society, The gentlemen made a favorable 
impression, hut it was not thought advis­ 
able just now to think of a Chicago exhibi­ 
tion, tor there is nothing to exhibit at this 
season. 
The same view of the m atter was taken 
by the San Joaquin county local Board. 
Mr. Morrissey, of Stockton, questioned the 
advisability of the counties separately tak­ 
ing up any pian independent of the work 
of the State Board. It appears that Mr. 
Van Arman sent out recently a circular 
letter asking each County Board to be one 
of twenty to contribute $25 a month to 
maintain a permanent exhibit at Chicago. 
Mr. Bartlett, of Livermore, moved that 
it be expressed as the sense of the meeting 
that no action be taken by the Executive 
Committee at present. 
Mr. Hibbard, of Chico, favored the plan 
of a perm anent exhibition at Chicago, and 
wherever it is possible. There should be 
one in New York, and people should be 
told all that is desired regarding the State. 
Mr. Morrissey, of Stockton, moved that 
decisive action relative to any exhibit in 
Chicago be deferred for the present. 
Mr. Wicker.sbam, of Petaluma, thought 
that jnst now it was out of the question to 
make any exhibit in Chicago. 
He thought 
more good may be done by personal corre­ 
spondence or by personal visits. 
Mr. Mills spoke at some length, urging 
the falsity of the impression that any kind 
of an exhibit from any country would be 
of advantage. The display ol dried fruit 
and grain—“ the common heritage of m an­ 
kind "—will not be of advantage in Chi­ 
cago or anywhere else. The speaker cited 
instances of the failure in results of exhibits 
maintained by the Central Pacific at London 
and Edinburgh. 
There should be a 
business organization about any plan of 
arranging an exhibit in Chicago. 
Safe­ 
guards should be thrown about the plan to 
see that a proper man is in charge, etc. De­ 
cision in the matter should not be hasty, 
tor the matter is an im portant one. 
Unless 
an exhibit can be superior in every respect 
to what may be seen in the country 
where the exhibit is. it should not be 
made. 
In the judgm ent of the speaker 
there is no question about the people com­ 
ing here. Hon. Blanton Duncan of K en­ 
tucky, an influential resident of his section 
has recently written a letter to the In'er- 
state Commerce Commissioners regarding 
discrimination in traffic charges on West­ 
ern lines of transportation. 
In this letter, 
alter setting forth his complaint, this gen­ 
tleman expressed his conviction that the 
next ten years will witness such an inpour­ 
ing into California which wili make it 
the empire State of the Union. 
Mr. Mills 
expressed his belief that the need of the 
State just now is a good exhibit right here, 
to the end that people may know where to 
go when they reach the State. The people 
are coming. The thing is to know what to 
do with them when they reach here. 
The exhibition matter, on motion of Mr. 
Emery, was finally laid on the table. 
After some unim portant routine matters 
were considered, the committee adjourned 
for two weeks.

■MAIMED C O N F E D E R A T E S . 


A B ill iu th e I n te r e s t o f D isa b le d C on ­ 
fe d e r a te S o ld iers. 
W a s h in g to n . March 20th —In the Senate 
to-day Blair, who yesterday introduced a bill 
giving the preference for civil service ap­ 
pointments among men who had been dis­ 
loyal during the war to those who had 
served in the Confederate army and who 
were suffering from wounds or disabilities, 
asked Platt (who had objected to the sec­ 
ond reading of the bill) to withdraw his 
objection. 
Platt said he conld not object to the bill 
being read the second time and referred to 
a committee. 
Blair said he introduced the bill in entire 
good faith. H e understood that in North 
Carolina there were to-day 20.000 ex-soldiers 
of the Confederacy who lost limbs in the 
service, and that a very large number of 
them were in poor circumstances. 
It 
seemed to him that if the Government,under 
this Administration or any other Adminis­ 
tration, gave appointments to men who 
had been disloyal, preference should be 
given to those who had served in the Con­ 
federate arm y and were now disabled, 
other things being equal. 
The debate was conducted up to 2 oclock, 
when the bill went over till to-morrow 
without action. 
Speeches were made by Senators Platt, 
Hale, Berry, Blair Hoar, Riddleberger. 
Hampton, George, Manderson, Daniels and 
Hawley. 
The Southern Senators, while 
expressing the kindliest feeling for the 
generosity and philanthropy which has 
promoted the introduction of the bill, dis­ 
claimed all desire on the part of ex-Con­ 
federates for the passage of any such ex­ 
ceptional measure. But they thought that, 
as a matter of courtesy and to preserve the 
uniformity of practice, the bill should be 
read the second time and referred. 
The Northern Senators were of one ac­ 
cord in condemning the measure as unwise 
and ill considered.
